Columbia Gymnasium. 
The new gymnasium of Columbia uni­ 
versity will cost $500,000. 
The building 
will include tho exercise hall, a handball 
room, a room for boxing and wrestling 
and a swimming and rowing tank, which 
will, it is said, be the best equipped in the 
world. 
The exercise hall is 170 feet long, 
130 feet broad and 35 feet high. 
Sus­ 
pended 22 feet above the floor is a running 
track, 12 feet broad, which extends all 
around the building, making nine laps to 
tho mile. 
From this track will be hung 
all the heavy flying apparatus, and direct­ 
ly underneath, along the wall, will be ar­ 
ranged the pulley weights and other fixed 
machines. 
In this way IOO feet of clear

on a trolley, is the netting of baseball 
cage, which can be drawn back out of the 
way when not in use.

W AITING FOR CONGRESS. 


Postal Authorities Defer Their Decision 
as to Mall Deliveries. 
Washington, Feb. 2.—It is officially 
announced that 
the 
determination 
reached by the postal authorities to de­ 
fer action looking to a reduction of the 
wail deliveries in the larger cities of 
the east in order to avoid a delay in 
the appropriation was in deference to 
the large number of protests that had 
been made by delegations of represen­ 
tative citizens and members of con­ 
gress. This decision will be adhered to, 
for a time at least, to ascertain if there 
is any intention on the part of congress 
to grant the postoffice department the 
$136,000 which General Gary has esti­ 
mated will carry the service through 
the remainder of the fiscal year on the 
present basis. It is also suggested that 
congress may take the matter of limit­ 
ing the number of deliveries in the sec­ 
tions of cities into its own hands and 
in explicit language indicate just how 
many there should be. This course 
would be satisfactory to the postal of­ 
ficials, who, in the event of protests 
and remonstrances, would have no re­ 
course but to carry out the law. The 
postoffice appropriation bill, it is ex­ 
pected, will soon be 
reported to the 
house, and then the question will bd 
debated and the matter settled.
